BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 18

NEW SECTION. Section 1. Definitions. As used in [sections 1 through 1011], unless the context 20 

clearly indicates otherwise, the following definitions apply: 21 

(1) "Authority only" means approval provided by the legislature to expend money that does not 22 

require an appropriation, including grants, donations, auxiliary funds, proprietary funds, nonstate funds, and 23 

university funds. 24 

(2) "Capital development" means capital projects provided for in 17-7-201(2). 25 

(3)  "Capital project" means the planning, design, renovation, construction, alteration, replacement, 26 

furnishing, repair, improvement, site, utility, or land acquisition project provided for in [sections 1 through 10] 27 
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REPRESENTATIVES; AND 1 

(II) THREE MEMBERS OF THE SENATE APPOINTED BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE SENATE. 2 

(C) COMMITTEE MEMBERS ARE ENTITLED TO RECEIVE COMPENSATION AND EXPENSES AS PROVIDED IN 5-2-3 

302. 4 

(D) THE LEGISLATIVE SERVICES DIVISION AND THE LEGISLATIVE FISCAL DIVISION SHALL PROVIDE STAFF 5 

ASSISTANCE TO THE COMMITTEE. 6 

(E) THE COMMITTEE SHALL FOCUS ON ESTABLISHING AN OVERALL FRAMEWORK FOR LONG-TERM FACILITY 7 

NEEDS AND IMMEDIATE IMPROVEMENTS FOR DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTIONS FACILITIES. 8 

(F) THE COMMITTEE SHALL PREPARE A FINAL REPORT OF ITS FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS, AND 9 

DRAFT LEGISLATION IF APPROPRIATE. THE COMMITTEE SHALL SUBMIT THE FINAL REPORT TO THE LEGISLATIVE FINANCE 10 

COMMITTEE AND THE LAW AND JUSTICE INTERIM COMMITTEE FOR APPROVAL PRIOR TO SUBMISSION TO THE GOVERNOR 11 

AND THE 69TH LEGISLATURE. 12

(3)  (A) EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN SUBSECTION (3)(B), FUNDS APPROPRIATED FOR THE DOC FLATHEAD 26 

COUNTY PRERELEASE CENTER MAY NOT BE EXPENDED UNTIL THE DEPARTMENT HAS RECEIVED ALL NECESSARY 27 
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AUTHORIZATIONS FOR THE PROPOSED PRERELEASE CENTER. 1
